INQUEST IS POSTPONED AGAIN 


Coroner Peter M. Hoffman hase six de- 
tectives searching for the writer of an anony- 
mous letter. He ig certain he will remove 
the last vestige of mystery surrounding the 
killing of John J. Bohn if he can find the 
author of this communication. 

The letter was sent to Joseph Lipner, man- 
ager of the Birchwood Country club. The 
writer evidently was well acquainted with 
Bohn, and knew that he was a member of the 
club. Mr. Lipner turned the letter over to 
Henry J. Bohn, brother of the dead mam 

That the writer had first hand information 
as to the identity of the occupants of the 
automobile which ran down and killed Mr. 
Bohn is evidenced by the fact that through 
the letter he has succceded fn finding one per- 
son who was in the machine at thetime of the 
accident. 

The woman at the Morrison hotel, who is 
believed to be a Mrs. Stevens from a small 
Indiana city, has admitted to the coroner 
that she was one of the two women in the 
ear. She named Mrs. Annie Engel, 2600 
State street, as the other woman. Miss 
Engel denies this. 


Woman Describes Accident. 

“We didn't know that he was dead; we 
thought he was only hurt,” said the woman 
to Coroner Peter M. Hoffman yesterday, 
“The man ran out into the streef right in 
front of the automobile. It looked as if he 
thought he had time to get across the street 
before the automobile reached him, but we 
were going very.tast. .2 don’t know bow 
fast, except that when we came to a rough 
place in the street the automobile jumped so 
hard that we were thrown out of our seats. 

‘It hardly seemed that We struck the man 
at all. I saw him fall down, and then, when 
I looked through the glass in the rear of the 
car, I saw some people come running out 
from the sidewalk and pick him up. 

“We thought he would be cared for and 
that we were not needed back there. Be- 
sides, we were afraid that we would be ar- 
rested, and wanted to avoid the unpleasant 
notoriety which would be sure to follow,” 


Letter and Story Identical. 

White the main points in the letter are 
identical with the woman's story, and while 
her name and address were secured through 
it, she was unable to identify the man whose 
name she gave to Coroner Hoffman as the 
one whose machine she rode in that night. 

A north side business man was taken dur- 
ing the day to the Morrison hotel, where the 
woman is under police surveillance, but she 
failed to identify him as one of the two men 
in the automobile the night of the fatal acci- 
dent. The man, however, bears the name and 
residee at the number given the coroner. 

Henry J. Bohn, brother of the dead man, 
said that he hoped the mystery as to the 
ownership of the automobile would be cleared 
up in a few.days. He also said that the 


‘American Detective service, which has been 


working on the case for him, had secured 
valuable evidence as to the identity of the 
man that drove the automobile, but he re- 
fused to mention any names. 


Bohn’s Brother Talks. 


‘.“ We only know that the woman who is 


being held at the Morrison hotel has named 
the man,” hegsaid. “ She freely admits that 
she was in the automobile which killed my 
brother. Yet there are conflicting points in 
her statements to the coromer. 

“The man she says drove the automobile 
was taken to her, accompanied by a number 
of other men. She was unable to pick out 
the man she hadjnamed from the others. 
Then we brought in @ number of other men 
who have been under suspicion, and she 
pointed out one of them as the man who had 
taken her out for a ride which resulted in the 
killing of my brother.” 


Chauffeur Describes Machine. 

William EB. Ratisback, a chauffeur residing 
at 1515 Ogden avenue and connected with 
the Ashland Livery company, on the west 
side, was taken. to Coroner Hoffman's office 
by Detective George DeMar. In a sworn 
statement he said that on the night of the 
tragedy he was driving his machine on Sheri- 
@an road at a rate of about fifteen miles an 
hour when he was passed by a large limou- 
sine going at the rate of forty miles an hour. 
He said that the machine passed him severa] 
blocks south of Leland avenue, where Bohn 
was killed, and that it was the only machine 
which did pass hint. 

When he got to Leland avenue, he asserted, 
he saw a hat Wing on one side of the road 
and the bedy of Mr, Bohn on the other. He

VICTIM OF POISON 


Lawyer Calls Doctor 
Before Cyanide of Potas- 
sium Proves Fatal. 


VERDICT IS LEFT OPEN. 


Arthur B. Pease of the law firm of Pierson 
& Pease and a member of. the Chicago Bar 
association, died at 9:45 o'clock yesterday 
morning of cyanide of potassium poisoning. 

He resided at 630 Woodland park. He had 
suffered from heart trouble for severai years, 
and a few minutes before his death sum- 
moned Dr. W. P. Goodsmith by telephone. 

The first intimation of the tragedy came 
when Mr. Pease's sister and housekeeper, 
Mrs, StelNa Hulette, heard him groaning in 
his room. She ran to his assistance, and 
found him dying, stretched out in a Morris 
chair. 

Mrs. Hulette immediately summoned med- 
ical aid, but Mr. Pease died before the physi- 
clans arrived. 


Act Not Determined at Inquest. 

Whether Mr. Pease took the drug with sui- 
cidal ifitent or mistook the bottle which con- 
tained the poison for the medicine which he 
had to relieve sudden attacks of his malacy 
was not determined by @ coroner's inquest. 
The verdict in this regard was left open. 

Dr. Goodsmith told the coroner's jury that 
he had attended Mr. Pease for some time for 
heart disease. 

* He suffered from palpitation of the heart.”’ 
he said, “that was so severe the heart's 
action could -be noticed even through his 
shirt. He had been ill for two years and 
often was despondent because of this. 

‘‘He telephoned to me Thursday evening 
and said he was feeling badly. I told him 
that if he felt no better in the morning I 
would come out to see him. 

“ He telephoned me again at 7 o'clock, then 
again shortly after 9 o'clock, when he asked 
me to hurry out and bring my stethoscope. 
When I got there he was dead, and not until! 
the post-mortem examination was the cause 
of death disclosed.” 


_ Bister Tells of Suffering.

DEBTS PUT AT $5,000,000 


Assets May Go to 90 Per Cent or 
More; Court Action Is 
Improbable. 


MISMANAGEMENT CHARGE IS MADE 


Creditors of George W. Jackson, Inc., have 
swooped down upon that concern, the largest 
of its kind in the west, and will attempt this 
week to take contro! of it. 

Unsecured lMabilities—-a floating debt—og 
about $1,000,000, big engineering projects 
half completed and in danger of collaps@, 

red credit at the banks, failure to float 
@ recent 82,000,000 issue of stock, and ina- 
bility to pay either for material or for labor 
now being used, brought the affairs of the 
famous contracting corporation to a crisis. 

It is said the total liabilities of the corpor- 
ation will reach $5,000,000. One of ile offi- 
cers of the company said this amount ie 
Offset by assets roughly estimated at $5,500, - 
000, A banker who is connected with one of 
the creditor banks said, however, that when 
the whole matter is sifted down the real as- 
sets will total about 90 per cent of the debts 
of the concern. 


Creditors’ Committee Agr : 

No court action looking to a réceivership 
has been taken as yet, and creditors stoutly 
maintained that no action would be 
taken, professing to believe that reorgani- 
sation could be er ey without court 
intervention. 

An audit of the hooks’ was made which 
showed such conditions that Mr. Jacksoa 
agreed to the appointment.of a creditorg’ 
committee to take over the business. This 
committee issued a letter yesterday stating 
the situation to all the creditors, and 4ac- 
ceptances of the proposition made poured im 
rapidly. It had been planned. hoWever, to 
make nothing public until all the creditors 
were in the fold, and the action of Mr. Jack- 
son had been approved formally by a meet- 
ing of the stockholders. 


Stop Jackson to Aid Plan. 
When the situation became public, howe 
ever, in the afternoon there was consterna- 
tion among creditors and officials of the 


. company, particularly in view of the fact 


that Mr. Jackson had left for New York for 
the purpose of overseeing the work on the 
tunnel for New York's water supply which 
he'is building at -Yonkers. It was feared 
that some panic stricken creditor might rusna 
into the bankruptcy courts or ask for @ 


itors for a more economical extra-judicial 
settlement 

Mr. Jackson immediately was stopped is 
his journey by a telegram, and, while waiting 
for a uain back to Chicago, held long con- 
ferences with those interested over the long 
distance telephone. He returned to the city 
late in the evening. He refused to make « 


statement. : 


Will Remain as Manager. 

Although the letter of the. creditors lays 
the biame for the ciash in no ambiguous 
manner on the shoulders of the energetic and 
picturesque engineer, there is said to be fo 
thought of forcing him out of the manage- 
ment of the company. He will be placed op 
a salary, however, and will be subject to the 
orders of the creditors’ committee. 

Although he does not hold a majority of 
the stock, he has always dominated the com- 
pany to such an extent that there is alleged 
to be no fear of opposition when the propost- 
tion is submitted at the stockholders’ meet- 
ing. There are about 200 stockholders in 
the company. most of them residents of Pitts- 
burg, Philadelphia, and New York.

| Taylor turned to the alderman and added his

the evening ”’ while the crowd yelled. 


Merriam: Explains the Referendum. 

“TI think it erroneous to suppose that the 
principles of the Initiative and referendum 
are un-American,” declareg. Mr. Merriam. 
‘It is rot a departure from the principles on 
“which cur forefathers founded this republic. 
Their idea was that the people under al! cir- 
cumstances should govern and control, and 
you wi!l find that the critics of this principle 
violate all party rules by asking that a popu- 
lar majority of 300,000 votes be consideréd as 
naught 

“The initiative and referendum are not to 
destroy representative government but to 
restore and reéstablish it. If all legislative 
bodies had: been perfectly r@sponsive to the 
popular voice there would have been no de- 
mand tonight for this action, there would be 
no jackpot, nor the putting ofjlaws on the 
auction block.

The records of the Municipal court show 
that the two mem were sentenced to sixty- 
eight daye in the house of correction on 
March 25 by Judge Thomas F. Scully in the 
East Chicago avenue police station. 

Police records at the East’ Chicago avenue 
station show that the men were committed 
to the house of correction. 


Never Reached Bridewell. 


‘Officers of the bridewell say that John 
Walsh and George Sherin never reached 
there. 
The men were fined by Judge Scully for dis- 
orderly conduct on the complaint of David 
Becker, 1721 Roscoe boulevard. 
It is said that various Harrison ward poli- 
ticians, including Ald. John Haderlein of the 
Twenty-fourth ward and Lieut. Walsh of the 
Fértieth precinct police station, interceded 
in behalf of the prisoners.. Victor Sarner, 
who was attorney for Beckman in the case, 
said that he was approached by these men.

Finds Motion to Vacate. 


“ The next day I looked up the records and 
found that a motion to vacate the judgment 
had been made.

CASE MUST BE REOPENED. 


Senate Cannot Afford to Ignore 
New Evidence of $100,- 
000 Slush Fund. 


New York, Apri! 7.—[Special.]—The New 
York Tribune today printed the following 
editorial under the caption ‘ The Lorimer 
Case "’: 

“It looks as if the senate would be obliged 
to reopen the Lorimer case. The new 
charges made before an investigating com- 
mittee of the Illinois state legislature come 
from a responsible source and must be taken 
seriously. 

“The allegation that an attempt was made 
to collect a fund of $100,000 in order to reim- 
burse certain persons in Chicago who’ under- 
wrote’ Mr. Lorimer’s election for that sum, 
is startling in its specifications. A new 
line of inquiry has been opened up, and the 
genate cannot affordto ignore the possibility 
ef unearthing additional evidence which may 
prove a key to some of the more stubborn 
mysteries of a still puzzling case. 


Unfortunate Feature of Defense. 

“Mr. Lorimer and his ,Supporters cannot 
take refuge behind the contention that he 
Ought not to be tried twice on the same 
charge. That is not the situation. It was 
one of the unfortunate features of the Lori- 
mer defense that it did not try to disprove 
the fact that bribery was practiced at Spring- 
field. 

‘The corrupt use of money was admitted, 
but it was argued that Mr. Lorimer himself 
4id not furnish the money or know of its use, 
end, further, that he would still have been 
elected senator if the admittedly tainted 
votes cast for him had been subtracted from 
the poll. The Illinois senator’s opponents 
contended that he could not have been elected 
if the admittedly tainted votes had been 
withdrawn from him and cast for any other 
eandidate. 

“The verdict reached by the senate merely 
expressed the view that not enough corrup- 
tion had been proved to invalidate the elec- 
tion. It did not pretend to close the case or 
to dismiss the possibility that wider ramifica- 
tions of bribery might be discovered. 


Lorimer Should Ask Inquiry. 

“Mr. Lorimer asked for an investigation 
of the original charges. It would be be- 
coming on his part to concur promptly now: 
in the suggestion that the Kohlsaat-Funk 
charges be taken up by a senate committee.. 
It might be advantageous to name a special 
committee of newly elected senators to make 
the inquiry—as Mr. La Follette’s resolution 
provides—on the ground that the holdover 
members of the committee on privileges and 
elections are likely to be embarrassed by 
their previous arguments and votes.

MANN DENOUNCES MAJORITY 
FOR ABUSE TO REPUBLICANS. 


Minority Leader Says Rights of His 
Faction Are Trampled Upon by 
Rivals in House. 


Washington, D. C., April 7.—The first for- 
mal conference of Republican house leaders, 


was held this afternoon in the offices of Mi- 
nority Leader Mann. 

The meeting followed a refusal of the Dem- 
ocrate to give more committee places to the 
Republicans or to restore the proportion that 
has existed between the two parties in the 
committee assignments. 

After the conference Mr.: Mann gave outa 
statement bitterly arraigning what he called 
the “unfair, arbitrary, and’ brutal action ’’ 
of the Democrats in “ trampling the rights 
of the minority.’ 

The statement promises a lively Repub- 
lican fight to take advantage of every par-, 
liamentary privilege to make things hot on! 
the floor. 

Mr. Mann submitted the situation to the 
conference of leaders and asked whether he 
should not refuse entirely to name commit- 
tees on the limited basis of representation 
given by the Democrats. It was determined 
to go ahead with the selection of Republican 
members. Mr. Mann stated after the con- 
ference that absolute fairnes® would be 
shown the insurgents. 

Senator Martin of Virginia, at the Demo- 
cratic senate caucus today, was selected as 
permanent caucus chairman and minority 
leader during the present congress. He re- 
ceived twenty-one out of the thirty-seven 


Indiana, who then was elected vice chair- 
man. 

The expected contest did not develop. Be-

C. W. ELIOT ASSERTS LINCOLN 
APPOINTED CORRUPT MEN. 


President Emeritus of Harvard Asserts 
Individuals Were Chosen to Cabinet 
for Political Reasons Only. 


Boston, Mass., April 7.—In deploring the 
fact that the civil service did not go back to 
civil war times President Emeritus Charles 
W. Eliot of Harvard university said today 
that President Lincoln’s appointments to of- 
fice in 1861 were shocking and that incompe- 
tent men held office upder him as a result. 

Dr. Eliot had just addressed the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Woman’s Clubs on 
civil service reform. After answering in the 
negative the question whether politics is as 
corrupt now as it was in 1861 he said: 

“In talking of 1861 we must remember 
that these shocking appointments were made 
by LAncoln for purely political reasons. I 
cannot think of anything so shocking done by 
recent presidents. At that time the moral 
sense of the community had not been aroused 
and it was the custom of the time to make 
appointments for political purposes. 

“ President Lincoln's first appointee as sec- 
retary of war, Simon Cameron, was s0 cor- 
rupt and so incompetent that he lost his job 
at the end of three months.”’

Bland Smile Evades Questions.

Proposal Fought by Bar of Lill- 
nois Sent to Third Reading. 


KILL MORTGAGE MEASURE. 


ApMadoc Asks That House Act Unfa- 
vorably Because of Protests. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, I/., April 7.—(Special.]—Rep- 
resentative Gilbert's revised practice act rev- 
olutionizing the practice of law in Illinois was 
sent to third reading today Inthe house. No 
attempt was made to read the 1,564 pages of 
the bill or the eighty-four amendments which 
were ordered to the origina! bil] by the com- 
mittee on judicial department and practice. 

The bill is near passage as it now stands 
despite the fight which has been made on it 
by the bar and by many others interested. It 
is not unreasonable to believe that the bill will 
get the necessary seventy-eeven votes in the 
house. It has been reported favorably from 
the senate judiciary committee. 

The advancement of the Gilbert bill was 
done by a small number of representatives, 
as most of the members of the house had left 
for home yesterday. 


Kill Guarantee Mortgage Bill. 

The guarantee mortgage bill’ offered by 
Representative ApMadoc was killed in the 
house today at Mr. ApMadoc’s request and 
by m@tion of Representative Shaver. It is 
the bill permitting the organization of mort- 
gage guarantee companies, and has created 
considerable stir in Springfield, as well as 
in Chicago. There is a similar bill still 
pending in the senate. 

Representative Judah’s two bills amending 
the Pawners’ societies law and providing for 
state regulation of chattel mortgage socie- 
ties were advanced to third reading after 
Representative Dillon withdrew his objec- 
Gions to their consideration. The amend- 
ment to the Pawners’ society law fixes the 
maximum sum to be loaned to an individual 
at $1.000 instead of $250. 


Other Bills Sent Forward. 

Among the bills that were read a second 
time and advanced to third reading were 
the following: 

Bill prohibiting trade discrimination by selling 
commodities cheaper in one section of the state 
than in another. . Provides penalty of $500 to $5,000 
fine for violation, and also revocation of cor- 
poration charter when guilt is affixed. 

Real estate men’s biil, regarding administration 
of estates. 

Real estate men’s bill to amend the act regulat- 
ing the practice in courts of chancery. 

Bill extending powers to city councils to cover 
all points conducive to the improvement of mu- 
nicipal administration. 

Bill amending the ‘‘ Juul act ’’ to increase libra- 
ry tax from four-tenths of a mill to one-half mill 
on the dollar.

COAL MINE FIRE 


Chief of Federal Rescue Car 
Among Victims of Throop, 
. Pa., Disaster. 


NONE SAVED FROM TRAP. 


Blaze Cuts Off All Men in One 
Shaft from Escape to the 
Earth’s Surface. 


Scranton, Pa., April 7.—[Special.)—Fifty, 
perhaps sixty, miners were trapped by a fire 
in the Pancoast colliery at Throop, near 
here, today. It is belleved none of them can 
escape. The fire is still burning. 

Among those killed was Joseph Dvans, head 
of the United States rescue car, which was 
sent here from Wilkesbarre. A defective 
oxygen helmet caused him to suffocate while 
he was attempting to penetrate the burning 
chaft and rescue the prisoners. This was 
the first fatality among the rescue forces 
since they were sent into the various coal 
fields by the federal government. 

Two others who are known to have died In 
attempting rescues were Isaac Dawo, a fire 
boss, and Walter Knight, a foreman in the 
mine. 


Fire Starts in Engine House, 

The fire started in an engine house at the 
opening of a slope leading from the diamond 
vein 750 feet from the surface. There were 
400 men in the mine when the fire started, 
about sixty of them in the workings into 
which the slope led. These sixty were at 
work in a “ blind’ tunnel at the end of the 
slope. 

Escape was cut off by the fire, amoke, and 
the generated gases, possibly before these 
men and boys realized their danger. The 
other mem, scattered in different workings, 
got out by various exits. 

James Vickers, a fire boss, who was near 
the engine house when the fire started, gave 
the alarm and tried to getto the tunnel, where 
he knew a large body of men were at work. 
He could go only a short distance before he 
was forced to turn back, and it was with 
difficulty he dragged himself out. He had to 
be carried to the surface. 


Flames Fought by Many. 

Gangs of miners, led by Mine Superin- 
tendent Joseph Birtley, and assisted by the 
Throop fire department, carried hose into 
the mine and fought the fire under great diffi- 
culties. 

At the time Evans was killed through the 
failure of his oxygen charged armor, Charles 
Enzian, the noted expert in general charge 
of mine rescue work for the federa) govern- 
ment, was also overcome. He is sald to bein 
a critical condition tonight. 

As rescuers entered the mine Evans was 
seen to wrench his helmet from his head. 
It had evidently failed to work. He was car- 
ried to the open air as quickly as possible, 
but he had inhaled so much smoke and gar 
from the burning coal that he died within a 
few hours.

BUYS A $4,250,000 BOOK LOT 


Largest Rare Volume Sale Ever 
Known Occurs in Gotham. 


LIBRARY OF NEARLY 4,000. 


E. Dwight Chureh Collection Passes 
Into Hands of a Dealer, 


New York, April 7.—[Specilal.]—What is 
said to be the largest rare book transaction 
occurred today in the purchase of the 
library of the late E. Dwight Church, said 
to have cost its owner $1,250,000, by George 
D. Smith, a bookseller of 48 Wall street. Mr. 
Smith did not give out the purchase price, 
but he said that it was not far from the sum 
at which the library has been appraised. 

In the coltection are nearly 4,000 volumes, 
many of them finst editions of English hoo's 
from the time of Caxton down, while the col- 
lection of Americana is one of the finest ex- 
‘ant. Inciuded are many volumes and manu- 
scripts bearing upon the early history of 
New York, and there is a complete set of 
the early laws of New York state and the 
laws of New York City from the press of 
William Bradford, Gotham’s first printer. 

All the early New England writersare rep- 
retented,. and there is an immense amount 
of matter bearing upon colonial and revo- 
lutionary history. One interesting item is 
a complete copy of the first printed laws of 
New England, for which the state of Massa- 
chusetts offered $25,000 some years ago. 

Mr. Church spent more than thirty years 

assenybling the library. He bought here and 
all over Europe and many a coveted “ first ” 
at Christie's was knocked down to him. The 
cataloguing of the library cost $30,000 and 
comprises seven bulky volumes, five of which 
are devoted to Americana and the other two 
to English Hterature.

New German Composer 
Pleases Thomas Patrons.

HE twenty-sixth program of the Thomas 

orchestra’s present series, which came 

to hearing yesterday afternoon in Or- 

chestra; hall, proved to be one of the 

most attractive of the entire season, 
thanks to the novelty by Frederick Delius, 
the second symphony by Borodin and Mre. 
| Zeisler's delightful interpretation of the 
pMozart C minor piano concerto. 

Mr. Stock has never discovered a more logi- 
cal sequence of moods than was comprehended 
in this selection and arrangement. The sym- 
phony, with its note of joy in i.e pure beanty 
of-music, prepared the listener for the poetry, 
the mysticism, the richer, and more sensuous 
beauty of the Delius composition. Mrs. Zeis- 
ler possessed the authority and sincerity to 
impress upon the attention of even the casual 
music lover and amateur something of the 
student’s devotion to the classic ideals of 
Mozart, and finally Beethoven’s ‘* Leonore” 
overture No. 2. gathered together the various 
expressions of joy in beauty, in poetry, senti- 
ment, and in the mere making of music that 
had prefaced it, and fused them into a glow- 
ing focus. 

It is not surprising that the audience should 
have responded cordially and with gentine 
appreciation to the Borodin eymphony. It is 
one of the most significant examples of Rus- 
sian music, in that it is entirely independent 
of the Teutonic influences that make s0 many 
examples of it a-mere filling out of time hon- 
ored patterns, superficially decorated with the 
harmonic and melodic color of Slavic folk 
gong. Borodin was not insensible to the value 
of the racial element in music as an artistic 
asset. 

The emotional symbolism of the work is re- 
freshingly free from that unnatural depression 
so often encountered in Russian music. On the 
other~han@,.it develops the virtues that are in- 
cluded in the orchestral facility that the Slavs 
now share with the Germans and the French, 
displaying in tais department that refined sense 
of tome color that emphasizes each instrument 
and each orchestral choir by writing for it 
music that belongs particularly to its especial 
idiom. One may cite as conspicuous examples 
of this quality the use of the wood .winds in 
the scherzo and the employment of the French 
horn in the wonderfully romantic and imagina- 
tive andante, examples that attained their full 
value, thanks to the eminent @bilities of Mr.‘We 
Mare and Mr. Schreurs. 


or. 

Delius, though of English birth, is of German 
descent, and has lived in America, France, and 
Germany. He chose as the subject of his “ Eng- 
lish Rhapsodie”’ a rare gem of old Lnglish folk- 
song which bears the title “Brig Fair.” The 
variations on this theme are to Be numbered 
among the significant masterpieces of contem- 
porary music, for they not only develop a new 
musical idiom which is not related jntimately 
to any of the dominant schools of the present, 
but they acco lish the expression of a delicate 
poetry and charm comparable In fineness and 
estheticism to the spirit of Debussy’'s art. 

The quaint flavor of the old foik-tune, based 
upon its uncommon and rather Celtic tonality, 
is retained and made to permeate the entire 
work. There arises, in consequence, a new 
idiom quite as filled with mysticism and 
imaginative appeal as anything that the 
Frenchman accomplishes with his old church 
modes and whole-tone scales. Yet, because 
of its spontaneity and naturalness, 
instant approval, and one may well 
lieve that its content of beauty and humanity 
is great enongsh and deep enough to entitle 
it to a permanent place in our affections. 

The entire season has brought us no piano 
playing that was animated by finer ideals 
than those which radiated from Mrs. Zeisler’s 
interpretation of the Mozart C minor concerto. 
Technically flawless, flled with scholarly en- 
thusiasm and with that finer fervor that de- 
lights in absolute beauty for the sake of 
beauty, it will long be remembered as a per- 
fect example of classic art. Its purely planis- 
tic aspects were dazzling, but Mrs. Zeisler 
made no display of them. Her success was 
a genuinely musical one, and must have been 
the source of the keenest satisfaction to her. 
Somewhat reluctantly she responded to encore 
with the Turkish march of Mozart. 

The program will be repeated tonight.

IT IS A BETTER WORLD TODAY. 

A new book that will repay reading is 
Mr. Norman Hapgood’s “Industry and 
It makes a pleasant antidote 


to pessimism. 

Mr. Hapgood has little sympathy for the 
sentimental fallacy which idealizes “the 
good old times.” He says that if they were 
pleasantly romantic for the riders of men 
—for earls and bishops, for doges and dukes 
—they were evil, indeed, for the ridden men, 
the workers. 

He quotes a recent London investigating 
commission as recording that within a half 
century in the London slums husband and 
wife sometimes had to sit up alternately to 
protect their children from the rats which 
swarmed up from the sewers, and cesspools 
were often not more than a foot below rooms 
teeming with families. Even Whitechapel 
is no longer in the uttermost abyss. It was 
once lower. 

It is hardly exaggeration to state that the 
very outcasts of England are now better 
provided for than were multitudes of her 
laboring men some sixty years ago. 

In the reformation period in France the 
peasant lived in his hut “like a hare in his 
hollow, nedr the palisaded inclosure of his 
lord, in want and fear, hardly sheltered 
and not at all fed, a prey to epidemic dis- 
eases; later to go out starved and trembling 
to see his plot of ground and harvest in cin- 
ders; to repair the damage and begin again, 
with the prospect of another similar catas- 
trophe.” 

In the time of Edward I. the total belong- 
ings df the peasant’s family amounted to less 
than 6 shillings, and he could earn no more 
than 12 cents a week. 

In the early nineteenth century the agri- 
cultural laborers of Sicily and the Lombard 
plains, the rent racked peasants of parts of 
the Comarca and Campania, the migrant 
harvest men, whom poverty drove from the 
Abruzzi to sow the Maremna with their 
bones, had a lot of hopeless misery, beside 
which that of the English factory slave or 
Irish peasant was bright. 

Machinery is what madethe change. “ To 
Adam Smith, for ten men to make 48,000 
pins in one day gave food for wonder and 
surmise. By 1888 three men could produce 
in a day 7,500,000 pins of quality much 
superior. About thirty years ago it was 
estimated that an individual could produce 
750 times as much yarn as 100 years earlier. 

“In 1870, before the grain cradle was in- 
vented, an able-bodied farm laborer in Great 
Britain with a sickle could reap about one- 
quarter of an acre of wheat in a single day. 
‘Two horses and a man, in the same time, can 
now cut, rake, and bind the wheat of twenty 
acres. 

“ What becomes of this multiplied product 
of man working for a given time? Partly 
he has decided to work less and live more, 
but principally he ‘thas increased his con- 
sumption, especially in substantial food and 
clothing, but also in books, newspapers, the- 
aters, furniture, house decoration, kerosene, 
sewing machines, motors, and other articles 
which, in the opinion of the human animal, 
multiply the value of his life. Also more 
creatures can exist.” 

The foregoing extracts briefly indicate 
Mr. Hapgood’s view of the climb from the 
past. In visaging the future he is of the 
opinion that unrestricted individualism, a]- 
ready modified in 1911, must be still further 
modified by 2011. Just as now in many in- 
stances a high limit has been placed on the 
hours of work, so in the futyre must low 


limits be placed on the amount of wages. 


Labor unions, he says, have come to stay. 


It is fanatical and it is futile to oppose them. 


‘They inhere in democracy. Like democra- 


cies, they abound in fault, but the faults 
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of nonunioniam, like the faults of of aneeiiiieligs 


are greater. 
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“ Democracy seems to make for morals in 
most of the great departments of our lives. 
How long ago was bribery respectable in 
England? Slavery died’ but yesterday. 
Not ten years ago rebates were granted and 
received without question; almost no one 
realized a sin in the conspiracy of railroad 
and shipper to murder a competitor. The 
country needed to be educated to the evil of 
selling falsely labeled and adulterated food 
before the pure food bill could become a 
law. We are only beginning to realize the 
moral obliquity of inside speculation by 
corporation directors.” 

Mr. Hapgood believes that no civilization 
in which thousands pay wagés and millions 
receive them can permanently endure. He 
does not believe in pure socialism, for he 
says that it does not appeal to students of 
efficiency, but he looks forward to the time 
“when the government in city, state, or 
nation will undertake and accomplish the 
task of seeing that no person of average 
competence and willingness ever knows ex- 
treme poverty,” 

Mr. Hapgood is a man who has thought 
much. The acquaintance of his book is 
worth making. 


FOOLISH POLITICAL PROFES- 
SIONALS. 

Organized polities inevitably resents the 
intrusion of an unaffiliated man in fields 
which by organization theory are reserved 
for those who have served in the ranks and 
won promotion by their work and their 
devotion to machine rules. By the some- 
what vague term “ unaffiliated” may be 
described any candidate for office who did 
not begin his political life in organization 
subserviency, taking orders and carrying 
them out, delivering his precinct, district, 
ward, or division of the city until he 
“earned” a momination for an important 
or lucrative office. 

The fact that Charles E. Merriam had 
been an active man in Republican polities 
did not help him to meet these organizatiov 
requirements, and, a professional principle 


‘being at issue, machine Republicans were 


willing rather that a Democrat of approved 
political standing should be elected than a 
Republican of the other type. 

If it had not been for the support which 
many independent Democrats gave Merriam 
the results of the work done against the Re- 
publican candidate by Republican organiza- 
tion men would stand out more clearly in 
the returns. The numbers recruited to the 
Merriam cause mask to some degree the de- 
fection from it, but the facts are plain 


| enough, and they are observed thoughtfully 


by men who applied themselves earnestly 
to the task of establishing a new order of 
things. 

It may be that the organization Repub- 
licans were not given the enthusiastic wel- 
come at campaign headquarters which they 
thought was due their importance and value.

OMORROW being Palm Sunday, the 
Barons Bresca will, in accordance with 
time honored custom, exercise the 
privilege granted to their ancestor over 
HU years ago of furnishing palms to 
the vatican, the adjoining cathedral of St. 
Peter, and all the other RBasilicas and 
churches in Rome, for distribution to Cath- 
olics after consecration, 

This monopoly of pontifical origin has re- 
mained in existence without being in any 
way impaired by the altered fortunes of the 
chureh, nor yet by the papacy’s deprivation 


,of its temporal sovereignty. 


The circumstances of its grant by Sixtus 
V. are curtous. It was in his reign that the 


‘immense Egyptian obelisk, which now figures 


in the center of the square tn front of St. 
Peter's, was erected by the primitive expedt- 
ent of hauling it into a vertical position by 
means of ropes. As it was feared the slight- 
est. sound might distract the workmen and 
bring about an accident, a papal edict was 
issued forbidding any one to speak, under 
the pain of death. 

The work of hauling the heavy monument 
into position, therefore, went on in perfect 
sileryce, in the presence of Pope Sixtus, of 
the dignitaries of his court, and of an im- 
mense crowd. But in spite of the efforts of 
the workmen the ropes, although stretched 
to the breaking point, refused to act on the 
pulleys. Seeing the danger a Genoese sailor 
named Bresca, forgetting the edict. shouted: 
“ Wet the ropes, you fools! Wet the ropes! ”’ 

Water was brought and the ropes when wet 
quickly brought the obelisk into place. 
Bresca had been seized by the guards for 
disobeying the command of silence. But 
instead of being put to death, he received 
from Pope Sixtus V., for himself and his 
descendants in perpetuity, the monopoly of 
furnishing all the palms used in the Roman 
churches on Palm Sunday.

King George will, 1 hear, take advantage 


| of his visit with Queen Mary to India next 


December, to bestow the Order of the Kalisr- 
i-Hind upon several Americans, not as a 
reward for their efforts at proselytism among 
his Indian subjects, but in recognition of 
the courage and devotion to the cause of 
humanity which they have displayed in con- 
nection with the plague, which still causes 
many tens of thousands of deaths every 
week in the Indian empire. 

The average number of deaths per week 
from the plague alone is in the neighborhood 
of 50,000, Yet in spite of this appalling mor- 
tality, it is already known that the census 
taken on Sunday last throughout the length 
and breadth of the dominions of King George, 
will show an increase of more than 12,000,- 
000 in India alone, since the last counting 
of the peopke, just a decade ago. 

The work done by these American mission- 
airies in the way of medical attention and 
education is beyond all praise and in one of 
the last speeches delivered by Lord Harris 
before completing his term as governor of 
the presidency of Bombay, which has a pop- 
ulation of more than 30,000,000, there was 
an eloquent tribute to the American mis- 
sions. 

“Our gratitude towards these American 
missions bas been piling up and pling up 
for the last hundred years,” he said. Then 
he went on to express to the president of 
the United States *‘ the most grateful thanks 
of the government of Bombay for the as- 
sistance which the American people are ren- 
dering in pushing forward the cause of edu- 
cation in India."’

Sir Reginald Pole Carew, who made such 
a bitter attack on his brother general, Sir 
Ian Hamilton, the other day in the house 
of cOmmons, charging him with flightiness 
and unreliability in his statements and ac- 
cusing him of servility in writing a book 
approving Lord Haldane’s attempts to re- 
organize the British army, is an extremely 
good looking man. He served with a good 
deal of distinction during the South African 
war and married one of the most beautiful 
women in English society, Lady Beatrice 
Butler, eldest daughter of the Marquis of 
Ormonde. 

The marquis is known on this side of the 
water as the commodore of England’s pre- 
mier yachting organization, the Royal Yacht 
squadron, besides which he is hereditary 
chief butler to the crown in Ireland. 

Sir Reginald represents the younger line 
of that ancient house of which Sir Henry 
Carew of Haccombe in Devon its the chief. 
The Carews are one of the few families now 
remaining that can trace their descent with- 
out interruption from the Anglo-Saxon 
period of English history, the founder of 
their house having been Otho, a powerful 
English baron at the time of Edward the 
Confessor. 

Haccombe, which figures in Doomsday

Carew, who founded the Carew Antony line, 
now represented by Gen. Sir Reginald Pole 
Carew. . 

It i¢ sald that Sir Nicholas Carew won 
both his bride and her inheritance by his 
fulfillment of a wager that he would swim 
his horse a mile out to sea in Ter bay and 
back again. In memory of the feat he nailed 
the four iron horse shoes worn by the horse 
to the great oaken door of the quaint old 
church adjoining the Manor house and two 
of the shoes remain intact to thieday.

Sir Henry Carew likewise enjoys, as the 
owner of the Manor of Haccombe, exemp- 
tion from all taxation and customs duties 
by virtue of a royal grant to John Carew, 
who was commander of the army sent to 
Italy by King Henry VIII. and by hisaliy, 
King Francis I. of France, to rescue Pope 
Clement VII. from the prison, Into which 
he had been thrown by Emperor Charles V. 
of Germany. One of Gen. Sir Reginald Pole 
Carew’s sisters, Caroline Pole Carew, mar- 
ried some fifteen years ago Francis William 
Loring of Boston. 

The general's name is pronounced as if 
spelled “ Pool-Carey,”’ and it is thoroughly 
in keeping with the topsy 4turveydom of 
things in England, where names are con- 
cerned, that the well known Carey family in 
Devonshire should pronounce its name as if 
written .“ Carew.” 

Sir Reginald is strictly speaking a Carew 
through the female line and though the sole 
representative of the Carews of Antony in 
Cornwall is by limeage a member of the 
Devonshire house of Pole, which plays so 
great a role in the history of England. 

For.Sir John Carew of Antony lft no 
sons. but only daughters, the eldest of whom, 
Jane Carew. inherited Antony and the fam- 
ily estates. and bequeathed them to her 
grandson, Reginald Pole. who aseumed the 
mame and the arms of the Carew family in 
addition to his own on succeeding to Antony. 

He was secretary of state for the home 
department in the Pitt administration dur- 
ing the reign of George III. and Gen. Sir 


Reginald Pole Carew is his great grandson,

Gross earnings from operation of the Chi- 
cago Railways company for the year ended 
Jan. 31, 1911, were $14,064,709, an increase 
of $1,621,827, or 13 per cent, compared with 
the previous year.

New York, April 7.—{Special.]—For a day 
or two after the Supreme court handed down, 
on Monday, its decisions, misapprehension 
prevailed even among lawyers as to the 
meaning contained in two of the opinions. 
At first {t was presumed that the court had 
reversed the decision it made in the so-called 
commodities cases. 

But as there has been opportunity for more 

--eareful study of the decisions and as fuller 
reports of them heave been received it has 

“ become clear that the two decisions are of 
‘momentous consequence. For it is believed 
that in these decisions may be discovered 
the attitude of the Supreme court toward 
some of the fundamental principles involved 
in the pending Standard Oil and the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company cases. 

It was discovered that the decision in the 
Lehigh Valley railroad case, in which was 
eentered the issue whether or not the coal 
carrying railroads could carry coa! mined by 
corporations in which the railroads were 
interested, was no more than an intimation 
from the courts that the government might 
seek to establish by evidence that the Le- 
high Valiey Coal company was a department 

* of the Lehigh Valley railroad company. 
| No Change in Position. 
The issue involves simply a question of fact. 
. If it were found that the Lehigh Coal com- 
pany were a subterfuge, being the Lehigh 
Valley railroad company in corporate dis- 
' guise, then the rule laid down by the Su- 
*““preme court in the commodities cases would 
apply, and the railroad company would be 
compelled to discontinue mining or transpor- 
tation of coal produced and offered for trans- 
“portation ostensibly by the Lehigh Valley 
~ Coal company. 
"*' The commodities decision stands as it stood 
“when the Supreme court handed it down. 
‘Railroads may transport commodities pro- 
duced by a corporation in which they have 
“some ownership, provided that corporation 
% be organized and operated in good faith and 
ast an independent corporation, not as a mere 
subterfuge of the railroad company. 

It seems to lawyers as if the indirect af- 
firmation of this former decision, whigh is to 
me found in the decision handed down on 
Monday, tended to disclose the attitude of 
the Supreme court toward the anti-trust law. 

Supreme Court Not Radical. 

The court has shown that it is approaching 
these questions in no iconoclastic or radica! 
spirit. It desires to build up and not tear 
down. All of the anti-trust decisions since 
the Northern Securities case have suggested 
to the lawyers who have studied them that 
this is the attitude of the Supreme court. 

Again, there is discovered in the decision in 
tue so-called patent medicine case an intima- 
tion that the Supreme court finds the com- 
mon law—which has been spoken of by a 
great lawyer who could have been chief jus- 
tice of the Supreme court had he accepted the 
offer made to him by President Grant as 
“the world’s most copious fount of juris- 
prudence sufficient in all cases involving 
accusations of monopoly or repression and 
harmful combinations. 

In order fully to appreciate the meaning 
behind this decision it may be worth while 
to report in brief what the patent medicine 
case was. Elihu Root, now United States 
senator from New York, was, shortly before

TAXES AUTOS TO AID ROADS. 


House Committee Bill Also Creates Of- 
fice of County Superintendents of 
Public Highways. 


Springfield, Il, April 7.—The house com- 
mittee on roads and .bridges today intro- 
juced a eubstitute bill containing the best 
features of four bills that have been under 
consideration by it since early in the ses- 
sion. The committee bill creates the office 
of county superintendent of roads and fixes 
increased license fees for automobiles, the 
money so collected to be expended in the 
construction of good roads. 

The bill fixes the license fee to be paid 
by automobiles as follows: 

Twenty-five horse power machines, $4; 
thirty-five horse power machines, 86; fifty 
horse power, $8, and all automobiles exceeding 
fifty horse power, $10 per annum. 

Speed limits are fixed at ten miles an hour 
through business districts of cities, fifteen 
miles an hour through residence (districts, 
twenty-five miles per hour on public high- 
ways, and six miles an bour around curves.

Summing up the battle, McFariand ott- 
pointed his rival at every point of the road. 
It simply was a case of a master and man, 
and the wonderful cleverness of Packey 
stood out in such contrast that it made 
Bloom's performance look worse than it real 
ly was. 

From the first clang of the gong McFarland 
went to his task with machinelike preciston. 
He did not take a chance, but wént along 
biding his time until! all semblance of danger 
had been taken from Bloom's fists, then he 
finished, and the crowd wasglad it was over. 


Ghetto Boy Shows Gameness.
